Tho great 
b.-irons tinned to Internal strife, ns 
there was no cential government. The 
Church, tliroi;Kli l'ope Urbain II, found 
the solution to tills surplus uf soldiery 
in tho Crusades, to wrest tho tomb of 
Our Lord from tho infidels' As a re- 
sult of these wars, that curious social 
phenomenon known as Chivalry de- 
veloped. 

Chivalry Appeared , 

This was the era of the polished 
knight, tho courtly gentleman, who 
was haughty before all but OoU and 
Woman; at least, this was tho theory, 
if not the practice.

geons of England. Ho was called to 
Cairo as Professor of .\nalomy in the 
.Medical .School and for many years 
conducted Investi^utrona • on the phy- 
sical characteristics of tho ancient 
Egyptians. 

■\VhlIo carry out this work, ho had 
a unique opportunity to study not 
only tho hiinian remains of this an- 
cient pco|>Ic but also the relics of 
their arts and crafts. Uascd on this 
stud.v, Profes."ior Sntlth advanced the 
theory that the csRcntlals of civili- 
sation were evolved In the Nile A'al- 
Icy, and' diffused over the surface of 
the earth within the coiir.<"o of tho 
next few nilllenla. His theory has 
been subjected to much critii'ism, and 
like many scientific theories, has 
passed through the usual phases nf 
derision, scepticism and partial adop- 
tion; It has given an Impetus' to an- 
thropological .research as an alterna- 
tive hypothesis- to that considered 
more orthodox by present-day an 
thropoloiîist.s.

117HEN Dr. Kiang Kaiig-Tlii cime to 
McGill two months ago to organize a 
Department of Chinese Studies, the uni- 
versity became definitely a place for the 
appreci.itive study of all things Chinese. 
Fifteen or twenty enthusiastic students 
are enrolled in the general course covering 
work which must be done if an adequate 
backgi'ound of oriental culture is to be 
acquired. Another group are engaged in 
investinrating the complexities of the 
Chinese language. 

Professor Kiang, as a first step 
towards making his students familiar with 
something of the art of the country which 
Ihey are studying, has arranged for an 
e.xhibit of his collection of Chinese paint- 
ings. Oat of a collection of seventy-six, 
there perhaps are a dozen which have no 
equal in America and the whole exhibit is 
of extreme value and interest to the casual 
observer as well as to the student of 
Chinese Art. , 

Dr. Kiang's collection has been ex- 
hibited in the Library of Congress, in the 
East West Gallery of Fine Arts in San 
Francisco and at the University of Oregon, 
receiving everywhere the warmest praise 
of critics and public alike. An opportunity 
like this to familiarize one's self with the 
best in the culture of another nation is 
seldom granted to Montrealers. 



And Still Thev Come 

QENIOR classes are easily led to believe 
that their members are both individually 
and collectively the most outstanding that 
the University has had for many years if 
not for all time. They point to the various 
achievements of their men or wombn in the 
scholastic and athletic fields and in student 
activitiii.'^. No doubt there is ample evidence 
to supijort the cojitention, that the class is 
indeed a brilliant one in many respects, but 
it is questionable whether the average 
jiitellectuaL alhletic and executive ability 
varies much from year to ye.ar. 

More frequently than not, it is only 
when students become seniors that they 
really are in a position to say that tliey 
know most of their class-mutes fairly well ; 
or if not intimately, they are aware of their 
accomplishments, if any, while at the 
University. Again, by the time a class 
reaches its final year in college, it has con- 
•sidcrably diminished in numbers, only the 
mentally and physically stronger element 
surviving. Hence it is no small wonder that 
the remaining group suddenly realizes that 

' iifter all it has lots of which to be pi'oud. 
]3ut the realization becomes too broad, 
.Senior." wonder how the University will 
<an-y on after Convocation has taken place. 

Convocation frequently does not leave 
.some of the seniors in doubt for long. Their 
merriment is .short-lived when they find 
that they ai e doomed to a second term in 
the graduating year. However, we do not 

V intimate that this is a regular occurrence at 
McGill ; in fact it is rather rare. Neverthe- 

[' less, autumn rolls round again and a fresh 
■ supply of enthusiastic students swells the 
class-room and takes its place on the ath- 
letic field and in college organizations. 
Among thein are found some who enter 
with .scholarships and are .studiously in- 
clined, others wlio have played on cham- 
.pionship teams of high schools, and still 
oLheis who peri'er the .sociability of the 
coll(;i';c cUib.s which are particularly inter- 
t.sU'd in ceiUain extra-curricular activities.

' (Continued from Tasc ..One) 
castles from which the turbulent 
nobles preyed upon tho peasantry. 
These castles were tisunlly built in 
strategic positions; near at hand there 
was usually some siiiall village, and 
fiirihpr afield, ;i town of some sine. 

In the town.s were the çlMs, associa- 
tions of masters and men; one thing 
those mc'iinevnl crnftsmcn had that the 
modem workman does not enjoy, and 
this was tho glory In one's achieve- 
ments. 

Gothic Architecture Remains 

Above nil.' this century bequeathed 
to Rupcceillng apes the Oothic Cithe- 
dml. I'irst the Jîomans developed the 
rounded <jrch, but this was a. smug af- 
fair, secure and self-satisfied. Men 
ssplrcd to greater heights thnn this, 
and developed the pointed Gothic arch. 
The.ro wos an clement of danger in 
this, however, and so men* produced 
the flying buttress to boldster up the 
main a.-cli. The crpwning plorle.s of 
these cathedrals were the .stained-glass 
windows and tho carvings in wood and 
stone. 

This was also a democratic »gc. Tho 
English, directed by Stephens Lang^ 
ton, an Archbishop, forced the Magna 
Charta, from Kings John. In 1C95, Ed- 
ward I called his Model I'arllamcnt. 
The Swiss banded themsplves together 
against oppression, and tho great 
Hanseatic League consti'.utpd the first 
League of Nations. The barons sold 
charters to the towns for money, to go 
to tho Crusades, The Church was à 
great urge to democracy, as It was the 
onl.v InîîiLUtion in whii.'h a poor m.ln 
of bumble l.inli i-iMilO s^ain proinin- 
pncc. The prpat polit ipian-^i^:h'■'ps lit<p 
AVolsr.v and Mararin were products of 
this age, to a large extent. 

Universities Founded 

The great ' universities, such asi Ox- 
ford, Barcelona, Ueidleburg and many 
others . were established' during these 
years, lu these Institutions ^the stu- 
dents appoint»;d their deans and of- 
ficials. AVanderlng students travelled 
Up and down the length and breath of 
Europe, living on the land. 

.St, Francis of Assisi instituted the 
great mendicant order of the Francls- 
cuns in this eventful century, and 
niuii.v famous Latin Hymns, such as 
Aclts'c ri'ieles, were comp'jsed at this 
timf. Jn the realm of Science, Albertus 
Magnus hinted at the Law of Conser- 
vation of Energy, while Thomas 
Aquinas got very close to the modern 
idea of evolution. 

The injoj)le were illiterate and got 
their 'jhief amusement from the Mir- 
a-i-h. J■'lay^ and groat fairs of the time. 
Bu; ii ]...riod whii?h could produce mas- 
lerpiccvs UVrn Chartres Cathedral can- 
not be called one of ignorance.

logy but was di'awn into the discus 
sions on tlie Tlltdown skull wlilcli 
had been discovered in the south of 
Kngland in J 91:'. lie proved from 
his study of the "brain ca*t" of this 
skull that this— "the oldest known 
Jvnglishnian" — was a tyiie fundamcn 
tally different from the modern races 
of man, with many primitive, almost 
ape-like, characters in the structure 
of the brain. 

Buiing the war he became a con 
.suiting neurologist Uj the War Office 
and rendered valualjlc services in the 
dovolopment of tho tieatiiiciit of the 
war jisychoscs. Ills later work has 
been mainly the study of human evo 
lution. He has had unlrjuc opportun 
ities to study at fli-sl-hand the sites 
of the several iliacovcrics of ancient 
man und .also to sec the original

lie hits carried on his work on tin; 
structure of tho human brain.
